MOSCCW, June 138. — Braving| 


headwinds at the take-off, James 
Mattern has left Khabarovsk, Si- 
beria, for Nome, Alaska, one of the 
most arduous legs of his flight 
around the world. 

He started for American soi] just 
nine days, six hours and 54 minutes 
after leaving New York on the first 
solo attempt to circle the globe. 


He left at 10:15 p. m. Monday Mos-| 


cow time (2:15 p. m. Eastern stand- 
ard time Monday). 

He wanted to cross the Sea of 
Okhotsk and the Bering Sea with- 
out stopping, but latest weather re- 
ports were none too reassuring, and 
it was considered likely he would 
pause at Petropaviovsk, on the 
Kamchatka Peninsula, northeast of 
Khabarovsk. ‘ 

He landed at the latter place at 
3:20 a. m. Sunday Moscow time and 
gained hard-earned sleep while his 
plane was being ed. 

He can no longer break the globe 
flight record of Wiley Post’ and 
Harold Gatty, but he hopes to set a 


_ solo mark that will stand for some 


time. 

(On the 2500-mile flight to Nome 
Mattern will cross the international 
dateline and will, therefore, gain 
24 hours. If the trip takes him 17 
or YS hours he will be earlier, by 
Alaska time, when he lands then 
when he sets out.) 

Additional information reaching 
here from Khabarovsk today tuld 
how Mattern lost his way. After 
passing Irkutsk; he veered north- 
ward instead of taking a direct 
eastward course to Khabarovsk and 
got well out. over the ice-floed 
Ohkotsk Sea before he encountered 
heavy fog. and cold weather. 

The moisture on the wings of his 
plane: began freezing and it was 
only after the craft became heavi- 
er and heavier that he turned about 
and made for land. 

He finally reached Sofisk late on 
the night of the ninth and because 
of the darkness had to stay in the 
air all night. He circled the little 
town for hours and then descended 
safely on @ysmall cieared place 
shortly after daylight. | 

He was so exhausted that he fell 
asleep immediately after climbing 
out of the cockpit. He was unable 
to obtain high-grade fuel in the lit- 
tle town and was compelled to use 
benzine and oil to reach Khabar- 
ovsk. | 

On leaving there, he announced 
he intended to fly nonstop to Nome.

Wagner said, would “nullify the en- 
tire act.” 


Contributions to Campaigns. ~ 


Referring to Wagner's statement 
that the anti-trust law had failed 
to prevent monopolies and concen- 
tration of wealth, Borah said the 
“great trusts” made contributions 
to campaigns of both parties and 
“that has had its effect in failure 
to enforce the anti-trust law.” 

He quoted the party platforms 
for strengthening those: laws and 
said the bill would suspend them. 
“Every telegram I've received, pro- 
testing against my amendment, and 
there have been 200,” he said, “has 
protested the prohibition against. 
price-fixing.” 

He said the Rockefellers built up 
their great industrial empire 
through the “two powerful blud- 
geons of price-fixing and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade,” but the 
bill wiped out such safeguards 
against monopolies... 

“Shades of Stalin!” Borah  ex- 
claimed, adding: “We ought to hesi- 
tate a long time before suspeading 
the antitrust law every time it con- 
flicts with one of these codes.” 

Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, said 
it was difficult to find out from thé 
administrator of the proposed law 
just how the code would work. He 
predicted the administrator would 
allow differing codes for various 
regions, such as lower wages in the 
South and in the North. 

Black Would Protect Consumer. 

Black (Dem.), Alabama, contend- 

ed a law could be passed to permit 
combinations to fix minimum wages 
and maximum hours of labor. “If 
the objectives of this bill are to be 
carried out,” he said, “we must 
abandon the competitive system in 
part. 
“This bill stopped short of the 
next logical step if we are to pro- 
tect the consumers, We must de- 
crease the exorbitant earnings that 
bave heretofore gone to capital. 

“We must stop in this bill at the 
point where we permit minimum 
wages and maximum hours and let 
competition take its course or 
must abandon the anti-trust law. 

“I predict if this measure becomes 
law there will be an effort on the 
first day of the next session to 
limit the profits of industry.” — 

' Black said he would vote against 
the conference report. 

. “I believe the conferees could stop 
up this loophole,” he said; “either 
adopt the Borah amendment as 
originally drawn and reguiate prices 
by comeptition or adopt a substi- 
tute that in exchange for the boon 
given dustry by suspending the 
anti-trust law we protect the con- 
sumer against exorbitant prices.”

Clark Protests Elimination of fax 

Exemption Amendment. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
yesterday protested the elimination 
of his amendment to the industry 
bill to remove tax exemptions from 
all government, state and municipal 
securities. 

Clark and Long (Dem.), Louisiann, 
complained that the Senate confer- 
ees had entered the conference with 
the House prejudiced in advance 
against these amendments and had 
made no effort to retain them. , 

Wagner told Long he was “not 
quite accurate” about the ban 
against price-fixing “Under the 
modification,” said the New York- 
er, who is an author of the legisla- 
tion, “no code shall permit a mon- 
opoly or monopolistic practices, so 
if price-fixing results in a monoply 
or monopolistic practices, it would 
be prohibited under the bill.” 

King (Dem.), Utah, one of the 
conferees, also told Clark his 
amendment “was the subject of se- 
rious consideration by members of 
the conference,” 

Erroneous Impressions. 

Chairman Harfison of the Finance 
Commit'.e and head of the Sena 
conferees said he wanted to correct 
erroneous impressions with respect 
to the bill’s embargo provisions. 
These reports, he said, had con- 
tended the President would be “di- 
rected” to place an embargo, limit 
imports, or licemse importers if 
prices and wages went up in Amer- 
ica under the operation of the bill 
as to encourage a flood of importa- 
tions, where as the power granted 
was only permissive.

It was understood the form this 
action would take would be on the 
lines of an economic bloc designed 
to be as independent of the rest of 
Europe as possible. 

Soviet Proposal Expected. 

Another bit of news was that 
Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, was expected 
to propose a world pact for eco- 
nomic non-aggression. The Rus- 
sian delegation indicated this was 
projected, but the details were not 
disclosed. 

The first business of the after- 
noon session was to deal with a 
resolution of the International La- 
bor Office advocating the stabiliz- 
ing vf money and price levels, the 
removal of excessive trade restric- 
tions, an increase in purchasing 
power and public works programs. 

After the resolution had been in- 
troduced it was announced that it 
would be referred to the proper 
committee. .

James M. Cox and Sam D. Mc- 
Reynolds of the American dele- 
gation were in their seats during 
the later addresses and the other 
American experts were all present 
listening attentively. No American 
answer was forthcoming. 

Daladier’s Three-Point Program. 

Daladier in his speech laid down

Judiciary Committee to Con- 
duct Investigation—Action 
in Illinois Urged.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Broad 


powers to investigate the appoint- 
ment of receivers in the administra- 
tion of bankruptcy estates and 
equity receiverships was authorized 
by the House yesterday. 

A resolution directing the House 
Judiciary Committee to make such 
inguiries as,in its judgment are 
justified was adopted by a 125 to 29 
vote despite Republican opposition. 
Minority objections had blocked 
consideration of the resolution Sat- 
urday in the face of expected ad- 
journment that night. 

Introduced kt; Representative 
Celler (Dem.), of New York, the 
resolution provides that the com- 
mittee investigate “the selection of 
receivers and trustees, and the 
selection and appointment of coun- 
sel and assistants to such receivers 
and trustees, referees, custodians;

tates and equity receiverships.” It 
provides authority also for investi- 
gation of “ll other questions in

full street lighting, but their mu- 
nicipally owned light plants are in 
thriving financial condition.

The industry con- 
trol bill, the administration said, 
would cover the plan for oil regu- 
lation. “Roosevelt,” the word was 
whispered down the line, “hasn't 
made up his mind yet.” e
